There ure at present more than 
eight hundred persons, children and 
adults, enrolled in the various organi 
tatioae ot the Settlement. Of these 
ihe latest band is by no means the 
le;\st Interesting, namely, a group ot 
Hi-out a dozen t'hinese children who 
are to he found uudt r instruction ev- 
ery day between one and three o'clock, 
aa odd hour, but the only one which 
COttld he fitted in. So constant is the 
activity and stir In the Settle ment 
building, that the resident workers 
have long been living under condl- 
I Hons far from Ideal or even toler- 
able. It is with great satisfaction 
that the Hoard is able to announce 
the opening of a small house for resi- 
dents. 265 St. George Street, adjoin- 
ing the Settlement property. The 
workers will be happy to receive visi- 
tors, and show them the new uuar- 
ters, and the extension of work now 
made possible in the main building. 

Some of the features of this work 
have be;run to make a real differ- 
ence to the welfare of the city and 
Settlement affairs now command re- 
spectful consideration when they come 
jup at the City Hall. This is notably 
! Ihe case wilh the Milk Station, which 
receives a helpful grant, nnd more 
than earns it by its excellent work. 
Though last summer was an excep- 
tionally hot season, there was not 
one dtath among the babies regular- 
ly cared for at the Settlement, and 
those numbered at leust eighty per 
day. If the Settlement had only this 
record to show, the work expended 
on its upbuilding would be justified. 
Hut this Is only one of many evi- 
dences of vitality. The whole place 
is a hive of activity, an organization 
for social betterment which can 
1 hardly be too strongly recommended 
at McGIU for its support and sym- 
pathy. 

Just two Items may perhaps be 
noted by way of illustration. The 
Mothers' Club lately gave a party for 
return, i soldiers, at which some thir- 
ty more or less disabled men declared 
tliat they had had the time of their 
lives.' The whole affair, musical pro- 
gramme, supper, etc., was carried out 
by the Club at Its own expense. 

When the Duke of Connanght, Just 
I before his departure, reviewed the 
Hoy Scouts of the City on the Mc- 
0111 Campus, he singled out the Set- 
tlement Troop for special commenda- 
tion, not knowing its identity. Many 
of the boys of this troops are foreign 
born, who are learning some of the 
rights and responsibilities of Hritish 
citizens under their Scoutmaster at 
the University Settlement.

For the Guidance of Students 



Cultivating 

ROSE QUESNEL 

Native Canadian 
Tobacco 




Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised after the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a sue where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, and so starving 
the leaves, the tep is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. Liter on the suckers or shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also surj-xt to " firing," a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The p'.anter must, therefore, protect nis 
crop against all these possible injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations take time and cost money, but the 
inciensed price which the planter receives for his crop warrants the 
expenditure and care. Nothing but tobacco cultivated as above enter» into

At eleven o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, at the Church of St. James the 
Apostle, there was unveiled a tablet 
to the memory of Lance-Corporal 
Fred Fisher, of the 13th Battalion. 
The tablet bore the following inscrip- 
tion: 

"In .loving memory of Fred 
Fisher, V.C., Lttnce-Corporal 13th 
Battalion, Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force. Born at St. Cather- 
ines. Ont., Aug. 3rd. 1896. Killed 
in action. April 23rd, 1915. Burled 
at St. Julien." s 
The tablet was given by the de- 
ceased's uncle, I). Lome McGlbbon, 
who was present at the ceremony. 
When Lance-Corporal Fisher's death 
last year was announced to his peo- 
ple, the following message was also 
received : 

"Buckingham l'alace, 

"Oct. Dth, 1913. 
"It is a matter of sincere regret to 
me that the death of Lance-Corporal 
Frederick Fisher deprived me of 
the pride of personally conferring on 
him the Victoria Cross, the greatest 
of all military decorations. 

"(Sgd.) GEORGE. 11.1." 
The tablet was unveiled by Cap- 
tain Boss, who was present when 
Fisher was killed, nnd who recom- 
mended him for the V.C. The decora- 
tion was worn by his mother at the 
! service. 

Among those who were present at 
I the service were Major-General Wil- 
son and staff. Col. Monsarrat, O.C. 
5th Iloyal Highlanders, as well as a 
number of N.C.O.'s and men. 

The official notice of the exploit of 
Lance-Corporal Fisher, which won him 
the V.C, read as follows: 

"On April 23, 1916, in the neigh- 
borhood of St. Julien, he went 
forwartl with the machine gun of 
which he was In charge, under 
heavy fire, and most gallantly 
assisted In covering the retreat 
of the battery, losing four men 
of his gun team. Later, after ob- 
taining four more- men, he went 
forward again to the firing line, 
and was himself killed in bring- 
ing his machine gun into action 
under heavy fire, in order to 
cover the advance of the force." 
Lance-Corporal Fisher was in 
Science '17 when he enlisted shortly 
I after the outbreak of war.

RQYSTEHERS RCUTED 
MUSE RAIDS 



Coll:ge Students Escaped 
Nightrobes, Carrying Clothes 
In Their Arms.

A Brewster, N.V., despatch, says: 
When raids were made upon two 
roadhouses near here at three o'clock 
this morning, following protests of 
wealthy New York families, a party 
of ten or twelve college students es- 
caped In rowho&ts across Halves' 
Pond, carrying their clothes in their 
arms. 

A Minding snow was falling, and 
there was a cold wind, which caused 
I he fugitives to suffer keenly until 
they reached the other side of the 
pond and were able to drees them- 
selves. Fearing they would capsize 
the small boats the students did not 
dare to dress until they reached 
the shore, and so precipitate had been 
their flight from the roadhouses that 
l -ey had time only to gather their 
clothes in their arms and run for the 
boats. 

As it was, several of them drop 
ped shoes, collars and other pieces of 
wearing apparel. Some of these bear 
Identifying marks, and may be had 
by their owners upon application to 
Sheriff Charles E. Nichols in person. 

The raids followed the complaints 
of many wealthy families who have 
their country homes near Haines" 
Pond, and who told of the nightly car 
nivals in the two road houses. In- 
vestigators found that college stu- 
dents, mostly from New Haven, were 
in the habit of making frequent jour 
"eys to Brewster, passing a night or 
more In the two road houses upon 
which the raids were made this morn- 
ing. The "business' increased to 
such proportions that the residents 
observed new women living at the 
places. Investigators found that each 
place had obtained four or five wo 
men from New York. 

Piano playing and the loud singinr 
of ribald songs began soon after th' 
arrival of the students each night 
much to the annoyance of the neigh- 
bors. There was excessive drinkii- 
until late, and then quiet would 
reign until daylight, when the slu 
dents could be seen starting back for 
the Connecticut border. 

With two squads of deputies Sherlf 
Nichols waited for the period of qu'e' 
this morning, and then went to the 
roadhouse. While they were break 
Ing in the front doors the student* 
escaped through the rear. Several. It 
was said, leaped from rear windows 
The Sheriff had the road "covered," 
cutting off escape In that direction 
and did not believe anyone would 
venture on the pond in the snowstorm 

The neighbors heard much scream 
ing of women when the deputies m 
tered the places. Mrs. George W. 
Ashmore and her husband and four 
girls were arrested in one place, and 
were made to dress. They were taken 
at once before Justice of the Peace 
James Murty, who held court in his 
home at half-past four this morning 
holding Ashmore and his wife in *1,000 
ball, and each of the girls in $500. 

In the other place the Sheriff and 
his men arrested Mrs. Esther Staf- 
ford and four girls. They were sent 
to Jail at Carmel, and will be arraign- 
ed to-day.

CABINETS. 

It is a curious reflection that the 
term "cabinet," a body so much un- 
der discussion in the United King- 
dom to-day, should have had its ori- 
gin as a term of reproach. In the 
days of the Tudors and the Stewarts, 
when the power of favorites was al- 
ways Btroug and always a subject for 
resentment throughout the country, 
the word came to be used to designate 
those inner and secret councils whose 
decisions wers invariably Inimical to 
popular rights and privileges. Thus 
In the "Second Remonstrance" of 
1642, Parliament complained to 
Charles I. of "the managing of the 
■Teat affairs of the realm in Cabinet 
Councils by men unknown and not 
publicly trusted." 

The Cabinet Council properly 80 
called, .s generally said to date from 
the reign of William 111. It had, how- 
over, begun to assume a certain con- 
Uitutlonal status in the time of 
Charles II., although it goes back for 
ils true beginnings many years before 
hat time. During the reign of Henry 
VI. an inner council began to form in 
he Concilium Ordinarium, called the 
Concilium Privatum or Privy Coun- 
cil. The Concilium Ordinarium had 
existed before the Conquest, and re- 
presented a select body of advisers 
:o the King, a kind of comniitteo of 
the National Assembly or Parllam?nt. 
Henry VI. found this committee too 
large, and this led to the gradual 
evolution of the Privy Council, which, 
in the time of Charles II., gave place, 
for all practical purposes, to a still 
further attenuation in the shape of a 
Cabinet Council. Charles II. had 
found the restraints imposed upon his 
actions by the Privy Council too Irk- 
some, and had drifted into the bad 
habit of his father, of confiding in 
ihe inevitable "cabal" or clique of 
confidants. To meet this condition 
olr William Temple devised the plan 
of forming a select committee of the 
Privy Council, to take the place of 
the latter, and this plan was accept- 
ed by the King. The distinction be- 
;wcen the Privy Council and the 
Cabinet Council has existed ever since. 

It was not, however, until the lat- 
ter years of the reign of William III. 
that the Cabinet, in its present form, 
began to emerge. At that time, the 
two fundamental Idcns underlying the 
present-day Cabinet were accepted. 
It was held that a ministry should 
consist of statesmen holding the 
same political 'views, and identified 
with each other; and secondly, that 
It should command the support of 
a majority In the House of Com- 
mons. Like everything else, however, 
connected with the British Constitu- 
tion there wns no time when the con- 
stitution of the Cabinet was drawn 
tip In writing, and. to this day, the 
word "Cabinet" finds no place in le- 
^al language, being essentially a con- 
ventional and not a legal designa- 
tion. The Cabinet's powers, and me- 
thods, and procedure all rest on un- 
written laws, all the more inviolate, 
of course, for this very reason. No 
secretary, or other officer, may be 
nresent at a Cabinet meeting; no 
Official record is kept of Its proceed- 
ings, save by the Prime Minister for 
the perusal of the Sovereign; all Its 
members are Jointly and severally 
responsible fo.- all Its measures; and 
all are bound to secrecy us long as 
the Cabinet lasts. 

As illustrating the apparently for- 
tuitous nature of the growth of the 
Cabinet, one of its most notable priv- 
ileges, that of being entirely indepen- 
dent In its deliberation of any inter- 
ference from the Sovereign, it owes 
lo what has been described as "a hap- 
py accident." King William III. and 
Queen Anne always presided at the 
I meetings of the Cabinet, but when 
George I. came to the throne he could 
sneak no English, and he found great 
difficulty in conferring with his miii- 
J isters. He made no attempt, there- 
' fore, lo preside at Cabinet meetings. 
The same conditions obtained in the 
reign of George II., and it was not till 
George HI. came to the throne that 
free Interchange of ideas between 
Sovereign and ministers was again 
possible. By that time, however, the 
"happy accident" had developed info 
a jealousy guarded privilege, and so it 
has remained. The Cabinet, to-day, 
is, of course, the de facto Govern- 
ment of the country, the King being 
only the "visible symbol of power."

The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It Is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, nn 
producing an affidavit that during the year woik has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory In the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
